PERSONAL INJURIES AND FOR PROPERTY DAMAGES OCCASIONED BYTHE NEGLIGENT OPERATION OF SUCH AUTOMOBILE, AND PROVIDING
THAT IF ANY-PART OF THIS AMENDMENT SHOULD BE HELD INVALID,

WHEREAS, Texaa Public Service Company has presented to the Olty Council tentative

maps or plans showing the proposed construction of Its gas mains In the streets In

the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been considered by

the Olty Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN;

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same la hereby permitted to lay and

construct its gas mains In and upon the following streets;

(1) A gas main In WEST TWENTY-NINTH STREET, beginning at a point 7* feet south
of the north line of said Y/eot 29 th street and 2*f2 feet west of the west line of
Oafchurst Avenue;

Thence in a weaterly direction with a gas main, the oenterllne of which shall be
7$ feet south of and parallel to the north line of said West 29th Street, for a
distance of 266 feet,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than Si feet.

(2) A gas main In LIBERTY STREET, beginning at a point 20 feet west of the east
line of Liberty Street and 127 feet south -of the south line of East 3*Wh Street, or
Harris Avenue;

Thence In a southerly direction with a gas main, the oenterllne of which shall
be 20 feet west of and parallel to the east line of said Liberty Street, for a dis-
tance of 1W feet,

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less, than 2& feet*

(3) A gas main In TEXAS AVENUE ALLEY, beginning at a point IS feet south of the
north line of said alley and 173 feet east of the east line of Montrose Street;

Thenoe In an easterly direction with a gas main, the oenterllne of which shall
be IS feet south of and parallel to the north line of said alley, for a distance of
H-2 feet.

Said gae main described above shall have a cover of not lesa than 2^ feet.

A gaa main In WEST THIRTY-EIGHTH STREET, beginning at a point 13i feet south
of the north line of said West JSth Street and 20 feet west of the east line of Bull
Creek Road;

Thenoe In a westerly direction with a gas main, the centerllne of which shall be
134 feet south of and parallel to the north line of said VSfeat 3Sth Street, for a dis-
tance of 220 feet.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2i feet.
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The Texaa Public Service Company Is hereby put upon notice that the Olty of

'Austin does not guarantee* that the space assigned above Is clear from other' under-

ground utilitiesi but Is based upon the best records we have at hand, and that the

minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that greater depths

may not be required at special points. When the Texas Public Service Company re-

quires' definite 'Information upon the ground as to elevations or working points from

v/hloh to base the location of their assignments, they shall apply to the Olty Engi-

neering Department not lees than three (3) days before such Information la required*

The Texas Public Service Company Is further put upon notice that they will be required

to bear the expense of repairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged

during-the construction of lines named In this resolution*

AND THAT whenever pavement Is out In the vicinity of a fire plug, water must be

used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches*

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, Including the excavation in the

streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said mains have

been laid, shall be under the supervision and direction of the Olty Manager, and

under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain franchise granted to

said Company by the City of Austin.

Pear Sir;

In line with the decision of the Board of Trustees at its recent meeting, In
which Instructions were Issued to the Architects to prepare the necessary recommen-
dations to provide for the painting of (1) the Interior of the John T. Allan Junior
High Sohool Building; and (2) Interior painting of the Austin Senior High Sohool,
we wish to submit the following!

It will be recalled that bids for painting of the John ?. Allan, Palm, John B.
Wlnn, Metz, Anderson High, B loftier, Matthews, Wooldrldge, Fulmore, Baker, Pease, and
the Senior High school Buildings were received, opened, tabulated, and publicly read
aloud on July 23, 1956, In compliance with the regulations 'and under the supervision
of the Public Works Administration.

At that time bids were also received for certain general construction, both new
and repairs, and awards were recommended, and later made for all of the general and
repair construction, that being deemed the most urgent need.

Also at that time the Board decided to postpone action on recommending awards
on any phase of the painting until further study had been made of the school needs
as against funds yet available* Xt was subsequently decided by the Board that the .
exterior painting of the John T. Allan, all the painting of the V/ooldrldge and Baker
Schools should be carried out.

In line with this decision the Architects made suitable recommendations as to the
low bidder on those Items under date of August 4, 1936* This was followed by a reso-
lution of the Board, approved by the Olty of Austin, followed through In the regular
procedure by final approval of contracts by PV/A on these particular buildings*

The Architect's recommendation of August Jf, with reference to the painting of
the Interior of the John T. Allan Junior High Sohool, Included the following paragraphs

"3. That the bid of S» Roy Owens, of Austin, Texas, upon the paint-
ing of John T. Allan Junior High Sohool, and In the eum of (10,635
be considered the lowest and best bid received, and that award bo
made to him upon this baala, except that there be omitted Alternate l
In the amount of $7,331, and award be made In the net sura of $3

Bide reoelved on July 23 for painting of the John T. Allan Junior High School
were as follows:

G. W. Buvlnghausen

It will be noted that the acceptance of Alternate No. l, deducting $7,361, did
not affect the standing of the low bidder.

Attention Is also called to the wording of the bid sheet from which It will be
noted that Alternate No. 1 and Alternate No. 2 are not bids, but merely deductions;
In other words, It would be neither proper nor possible to award Alternate No. 1,
or Interior painting, to the high bidder even though his deduction on Alternate No. 1
v/ould appear to be the low cost on Interior painting.

Based on the above discussion, It Is hereby recommended that the Interior painting
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of the John T. Allan High School be awarded to S. Roy Owens and that permission be re-
quested of the State Director to plaoe this work in hie present oontraot by change order*

It is recommended by the Architects that the painting for the Austin Senior High
School be awarded to Mr. J. J. Bltzan at his bid of $12,724. There were three bids
received on this building, the second low bid being that of Fenner & Hill at $15,4-69;
the third bidder was Mr. G. W. Buvlnghausen at

The public hearing on the proposal of the City Council to amend the Zoning Ordi-

nance In the following particulars was opened!

1. To amend Section IS by striking out the entire paragraph under subsection
"Setback11 regarding the setback for garages and accessory buildings and substituting
therefor the following paragraph;

A private garage, private stable, poultry shed, storage room
or other accessory buildings shall be so located and placed on a
lot that no part thereof shall be a greater distance from the
rear property line. than 25# of the mean depth of the lot, meas-
ured from the front property line to the rear property line, and
a setback line for any such accessory building of not less than
twenty (20) feet. from any other street line, provided that on
corner lots abutting on an alley- or common property line and
fronting in opposite directions on both sides of and parallel to
any side street, the setback distance from the side street for
any such accessory building shall be not less than- twelve (12)
feet, provided further that in no case shall the said building
be less than three (3) feet from any property line.
